Tribal members of the Confederated Tribes of 
Coos, Lower Umpqua and Siuslaw Indians and 
of the neighboring Coquille Tribe gathered to- 
gether on the weekend of May 3rd and 4th, 2014 
to collaborate with the crew of the Tall Ships 
Lady Washington and The Hawaiian Chieftain in 
a display of cultural sharing and a Reconciliation 
Ceremony. 

Tom Leahy of the Coos Bay Boat Building 
Center came to a Culture Committee meeting 
to ask for our Tribes’ participation in another 


Reconciliation Ceremony between the crew of 
the Tall Ships and our Tribal peoples. Although 
our Tribe has participated in previous years, he 
still came to us out of respect for our culture and 
ways of life to again ask that we continue to work 
together to educate one another and trade in a 
good way. 

On Saturday, May 3rd, Siuslaw Tribal mem- 
bers Jesse Beers and Doug Barrett, along with 
Coos Tribal members Mark Petrie, Heidi Helms, 
and Sam Sprague held a cultural display on the 
Coos Bay Boardwalk in front of the tall ships. 

This Cultural Display featured bows, traditional 


tools, tule weaving, and our new Canoe. Many 
community and traveling folks stopped by and 
were educated on our tribes. 

On Sunday, May 4 th , members of our Canoe 
Family gathered together to pull in our water with 
our new strip canoe, Tyii ii Bowen. Skippered by 
Siuslaw Tribal member Doug Barrett, our pull- 
ers circled out in the waters by the Mill Casino 
alongside the Coquille’s canoe, skippered by 
Dustin Beauvais. Together we sang a Chinook 
Jargon Song while circling in the waters waiting

Natural Insect Pest Control

Do you have a problem with ants coming into your 
home? Some of our Tribal Housing residents have re- 
ported a problem with ants; while looking for a solution 
for them I thought other Tribal Members may be having 
the same problem. The Eartheasy website has natural 
solutions for several insect pest problems. This is what 
they say about ants: 

The first line of defense is to remove the attractants: 
keep counters free of crumbs and sticky spots. Cover 
the sugar and put the honey jar in a plastic baggie. Cut 
off water sources such as drips or dishes left soaking 


overnight. If the ant invaders persist, try these simple 
measures: 

Keep a small spray bottle handy, and spray the ants 
with a bit of soapy water. 

Set out cucumber peels or slices in the kitchen or at 
the ants’ point of entry. Many ants have a natural aversion 
to cucumber. Bitter cucumbers work best. 

Leave a few tea bags of mint tea near areas where 
the ants seem most active. Dry, crushed mint leaves or 
cloves also work as ant deterrents. 

Trace the ant column back to their point of entry. Set 
any of the following items at the entry area in a small line, 
which ants will not cross: cayenne pepper, citrus oil (can 
be soaked into a piece of string), lemon juice, cinnamon 
or coffee grounds. 

Mix one liter of water, one teaspoon of Borax and a 
cup of sugar. Soak cotton balls in the solution and place 


them in a small yogurt container with holes punched in 
the lids to allow ants access. Place container in a loca- 
tion where ants are present. Ants will carry the bait back 
to their colonies where it will eventually kill the colony. 
Important: use indoors only; must be kept away from 
pets and children. 

Leave a small, low wattage night light on for a few 
nights in the area of most ant activity. The change in 
light can disrupt and discourage their foraging patterns. 

Ants on the deck? Slip a few cut up cloves of garlic 
between the cracks. 

I hope these tips helps with your ant problems. For 
more information on Natural Insect Pest Controls you can 
search the web at Eartheasy.com.

Three Generations Carry on Ancestral 
Work of Cedar Bark Gathering

Our Ancestors pulled Cedar Bark and used it for 
making, clothing, containers, weaving baskets and 
hats as well as many other daily uses. This year’s 
cedar bark gathering was very successful. While 
we didn’t have as many participants, those that 
came were ready to work. We had three genera- 
tions of Tribal people present and it was an honor 
to be able to carry out the work of our Ancestors 
with them. 

Chief David Brainard started us out by leading us 
in a prayer and blessing our days’ work. After our 
morning prayer a few of us set out down the ridge 
line to where the Cedar stands. Every tree is blessed 
and thanks is given for the gift of some of its bark. 
The Cedar Bark is given in tall strands leading up 
the tree; the Bark is not taken in too big of chunks 
because you may kill or harm the tree. After the tree 


gives its bark, another thanks and tobacco, or some 
other gift, is offered to show our appreciation. The 
bark is then either prepared for transport up the hill 
or is processed on site. In this case most of the bark 
was folded into manageable packs and brought up 
the hill on one’s back and shoulder. 

Once the Cedar Bark has been brought up the 
hill, processors began separating it into different 
areas for different uses. For some uses the outer 
bark is left on, for others the outer bark is separat- 
ed from the inner bark and the inner bark is rolled 
or folded for further transport and drying. 

It was a beautiful and sacred day to be out in 
the woods and gather bark. Thank you to all who 
came and helped gather bark for the Tribe and 
thank you to all of those who didn’t come but still 
carry on the old ways. Many of these old ways will 
be the new ways to help our future generations 
take care of us, our lands, and our waters.

RESOLUTION NO.: 14-039 
Date of Passage: April 2, 2014 
Subject (title): Temporary Delegation of 

Authority to Execute Lease Participation Agree- 
ments 

Explanation: Three Rivers Casino & Hotel (“Three 
Rivers”) routinely enters into lease participation 
agreements whereby Three Rivers leases certain 
gaming device equipment from a vendor. Tribal 
Council designated the Tribal Chair and the Chief 
Operating Officer of Three Rivers Casino & Hotel 
as the persons with authority to enter into lease 
participation agreements upon satisfaction of 
certain conditions. The authority granted in this 
resolution expires on April 30, 2014. 

RESOLUTION NO.: 14-040 
Date of Passage: April 30, 2014 
Subject (title): Delegation of Authority to 

Execute Lease Participation Agreements 
Explanation: Like Resolution No. 14-039, this 
resolution designated the Tribal Chair and the 
Chief Operating Officer of Three Rivers Casino

into lease participation agreements upon satis- 
faction of certain conditions. Unlike Resolution 
No. 14-040, however, the authority granted in 
this resolution does not have an expiration date.

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A Small Tribe Thinks Big About Their Ocean Space

T he indigenous people living on the 
southern Oregon coast have always 
understood that the ocean and its crea- 
tures must be respected. According to the tribal 
lore of the Confederated Tribes of the Coos, 
Lower Umpqua and Siuslaw, Thunderbird was 
the chief of the ocean, and of all the ocean’s 
creatures, salmon was most beloved. When the 
people treated salmon carelessly, by dropping it 
on the ground or burning it, Thunderbird became 
angry and created powerful storms. The people 
burned tobacco in their fires and pleaded with 
Thunderbird to go north. 

The lesson? The ocean can be perilous, but it 
also provides. Margaret Corvi, a tribal member 
and Environmental Specialist with the Confed- 
erated Tribes, knows this very well. “Resource 
management is embedded into tribal practices 
and stories,” she says, “and these traditional 
stories help guide our management-with-respect 
approach.” 

Corvi is one of three tribal natural resource 
staff, and the only one actively working on ocean 
and coastal projects. Despite the limited capac- 
ity, she has been participating in meetings of the 
West Coast Marine Planning Tribal Partnership - 
a group of 10 tribes working to draft marine plans 
for their individual tribal territories. “This Partner- 
ship speaks to the Tribes interest in preserving 
the marine environment for future generations, 
and informing both federal and state ocean 
planning,” she says. “The Tribes understand that 
the planning process and the development of a 
marine plan is an important way to exercise tribal 
sovereignty.” 

The tribal Partnership is an effort that is sepa- 
rate from National Ocean Policy implementation 
and West Coast Regional ocean planning, but 
Corvi, would like to see her tribe represented on 
any future federally organized Regional Planning 
Body for the West Coast. According to Corvi, 
tribal marine plans will inform regional ocean 
planning in ways that are proactive and benefi- 
cial to tribes. “The goal,” says Corvi, “is to bring 
completed marine plans to the future federal 


process.” 

There are a lot of really good reasons for the 
Confederated Tribes to be involved in what goes 
on in their ocean space. A proposed floating 
wind farm development is slated for offshore, 
and the Jordon Cove LNG facility, which has 
won conditional approval, will be located on 
the north spit of lower Coos Bay. The impact 
of these two projects on the tribal territory and 
resources is yet to be determined, but the Tribes 
want to be at the table. “Now more than ever,” 
says Corvi, “we need a tribal voice in the marine 
environment.” Being involved in marine planning 
and management reflects the core values of the 
Tribes’ culture and being, especially in the case 
of what the people call First Foods. The ocean 


once provided salmon, lamprey, eulachon, crab, 
clams, mussels, seaweed and marine mammals 
in abundance. Today, these important species 
face threats that the Tribes would like to better 
understand. 

“Our marine planning efforts will consider the 
impacts of climate change, economic develop- 
ment, commercial uses of tribal resources and 
debris and hazardous material on our territory 
and tribal members,” says Corvi. Staying true to 
the culture of the past, and through their marine 
planning work, the Tribes continue to honor the 
landscape, ocean, waters, and animals that have 
sustained their existence. And offshore, on the 
distant horizon, Thunderbird watches and waits.

for the Lady Washington to arrive. 
Once the Tall Ship sailed in, we 
pulled alongside it, grabbed hold 
of their rigging and of the Coquille 
canoe and welcomed them to our 
shores. Former Chief David Brain- 
ard as well as Siuslaw Tribal mem- 
ber Jesse Beers, and one of the 
Coquille’s council members, Kippy 
Robbins, climbed aboard the Lady 
Washington and exchanged gifts as 
a sign of friendship and welcoming. 
Our Tribes gifted Captain JB Mor- 
rison and his crew with drums and 
other gifts and the Tall Ships crew 
gifted us with a generous selection 
of cookies. Elder and Coos Tribal 
member Doc Slyter played a song 
for us on one of his beautiful flutes 
before the winds picked up as our 
Tribal members came back onto the 
canoes. After the ceremony ended 
we paddled around the Lady Wash- 
ington twice and then headed in to 
the shore. 

With open arms our Tribe also 
invited the crews of the Tall Ships 
to share a meal with us on May 8th. 
Prepared by Coos Tribal Elder and 
chef Eddie Helms and blessed by 
Elder and Coos Tribal member Car- 
olyn Slyter, both the Tall Ships crew 
and our Tribal members partook in 
a wonderful meal of salmon cooked 
on cedar planks, clams gathered by 
our own Tribal members as well as 
a wonderful array of other delicious 
selections. Thank you Eddie for 
another wonderful meal. 

After our feast we invited the Tall 
Ship crew members into our Plank- 
house where Jesse Beers gave 
them a brief history of our Tribes 
and told them the Five Grizzly Bears 
story. Elder Doc Slyter gave the 
crew of the Lady Washington and 
the Hawaiian Chieftain a lesson on 
Native American flutes and played 
them many melodious songs with 
the different styles of beautifully 
handcrafted flutes he has made. 
While the oldest or first instrument in 
the world is some form of drum, and 
the second oldest is some form of 
rattle, the flute or whistle is the third 
oldest. Together we played a song 
using only a drum, rattle, and flute 
and were blessed to have taken part 
of something very similar to what 
our ancestor may have done while 
around the fire of their plank houses 
many years ago.
